STOVES AND FUELS We have uot included or made any provi m for fuel on the 
haintenance orders Ure Jackman reported last week in a letter written fron 
Seattle after a visit with you that the oil stove ordered by Miss Stauffer would 
be shipped to Savoonga and that you would try to get a larger one for the Church 
with an sstimated oil consumption in accordance with the size of the stoves. Hence, 
the elimination of any provision for fuel for the year for Savoonga in our opdere 
However, in a letter recek¥ed early in March from Miss Martin, our former missions | 
ary at Savoongay she mentions that 10 to 12 tons of voal will be necessary... If, 
for any reason, no provision is being made for fuel oil then we will have to sub- 
stitute the coal instead. The $1000 doaketed will have to include the cost and 
freignt of the fucl, either oil or coal, but if necessary the stoves can be taken 
care/over and above this amount if posi aspen ei We yould: eet to aave At qone.

If it is not a 
stove that ean be used for cooking then something must be provided for 
definitely in the line of fuel for cooking purposes Bor Miss Green. 

fo clarify this whole matter for you may I quote from Miss Martin's 
letter of March 7th in reference to this matter: 


* eeeeedn Gil-burning renge, for instence, would save a lot 

of time and energy. Keeping a fire in a coalebuming range 

is quite a ehore and not enough heat is obtained for the really 
cold & windy weather. ‘he 'church' needs au oil heater, too. 

Then, of course, there will have to be fuel o11 to keep both 

stoves supplied. Otherwise 10 or 12 tone of coal are required.s...” 


Perhaps the stove which you are shipping and wiich Mr. Jackasm,is a oi 
heating and cooking range and this apparent alarm on uy part is all une 
necessary. Sowever, when time is precious and everything is done by 
correspondence it is best to be absolutely sure in our various interpre- 
tations of items, etc. Hope this will be clear to you and that you will

Today I have hed my storm windows put on, end slso my stove and 
chimney cleaned. I guess winter is just about here. The mounteine in 
back of Savoonge are well covered with snow. Our fresh weter creek from 
which we get our water is frozen over so we will heave to start melting 
ice until the snow comes, Then we will melt snow. The folks next door 
are jacking up their house in order to make it level. 


About helf of the people in the village are now gone to their camps 
to prepare for the trapping season which begins November 16. That cuts 
my numbers about in helf, but I gave each family materials so thay can 
have a Sunday School lesson at camp. They all come in for Christmas as 
of course that is the big aba for them. No one would miss it for 
anything. 


It is almost time for choir practice so I must close end prepare for 
it. We have quite a choir, at present they are all girls, but when the 
fellows return from cemp we will have some mon in the choir.

Your letter of December 13th came in yesterday and reminds me 
that there are several things about which we need to write you.
